Big Jilter- an ample supply for the 
cement work* and other work* to come 
—is now the topic of absorbing interest 
among the people of Ada. 
Thursday night there was an informal 
gathering of citizens at the News office 
to meet and confer with the gentlemen 
from the North, who hope to locate at 
Ada their big cement plant. The meet­ 
ing was converted into a little heart-to- 
heart business smoker, Otis B. Weaver 
acting as host. 
After an exchange of greetings all 
around, the house was called to order 
by W. L. Reed. He presented A. L. 
Beck, president of the new cement 
company, who, upon request, explained 
the situation substantially as he had 
previously outlined to the News re­ 
porter, and as fully appeared in Thurs­ 
day’s issue. In a nutshell, the com­ 
pany has the money to build, has the 
raw material at hand in inexhaustible 
quantity, wants to build at Ada, but 
finds no water supply. There’s the big 
wag. 
Water they must have. 
There ensued considerable general 
discussion of how to meet the difficulty. 
All the citizens were a unit in the re­ 
solve that Ada must go after the water. 
Finally the discussions crystalizod into 
a motion to the effect that a committee 
of seven be appointedn with istructions 
at once to thoroughly investigate ways 
and means of getting big water and to 
report their conclusions to the com­ 
mercial club at an early meeting. 
The 
motion carrying with a whoop, the fol­ 
lowing were named as the committee: 
A. K. Thornton. John Rinand. Tom 
Hope, J. W. Hays, J. E. Bills, W. H. 
Ebey, W. L. Reed. The committee 
was instructed to meet in Mr. Bills’ 
office Friday at 8:30 a. rn.-, later to 
be joined by the projectors of the ce­ 


ment plant. 
The necessity of some action looking 
to the refiring of onr dirt roads was 
broached by' Mr. Weaver. The gath­ 
ering was remimied that unless certain 
repairs were speedily made .many of 
our farmers could not get to .Ada with 
their cotton. It was finally decided 
that President Hays of the Commercial 
club should call a joint meeting of that 
body with the farmers next Monday at 
IO a. rn., at the tabernacle. This will 
give time to advertise the good roads 
conference Saturday, and Monday be­ 
ing the big Democratic rally day, many 
farmers will want to be in town any­ 
way. It is confidently 
hoped 
that 
Monday’s meeting will be productive 
of some vigorous action in the matter 
of road repairs. 


This morning at the appointed hour 
the deep water committee of seven got 
together and took hold of the all ab­ 
sorbing topic with a vim. Soon the 
gentlemen of the cement enterprise 
joined them in their counsels. 
It readily appeared to be the consen­ 
sus of opinion that the sinking of wells 
was an altogether inadequate and im­ 
practical solution of the water prob­ 
lem; that the construction of a mam­ 
moth reservoir by means of a strong 
dam was the only feasible project. 
A site one mile southeast of town 
was suggested as a desirable one. and 
the gentlemen soon repaired thither to 
investigate. The site in question is 
just south of Albert Perry’s home and 
extends upon Walter King's allotment. 
It is thought to be an admirable site. 
Such is the opinion of the party. 
Mr. 
Whitaker, the cement company 's en­ 
gineer. is delighted with its *po;,!*‘b u ­ 
ries. The dam site is a ravine between 


two hills. Hare four small na 
converge, together, draping a I—^ 
expanse of land. After careful inspec- 
qpection, it is estimated that a dam 30 
iligh in the center arid only 175 feet 
long will create a rgplrvoir of water 
covering 60 to 85 acres, contains a vol­ 
ume of 300,000.000 gallons. This vol­ 
ume would be an abundance for all the 
city’s uses. for the cement plant and 
for many other plants likely to come 
under the inducement of an abundant 
water supply. 
This afternoon the committee re­ 
turned to the site mentioned, taking 
with them City Purveyor George A

A Swing for Baby. 


D irections

Most children are fond of swinging, 
and in the accompanying sketch we il­ 
lustrate a nursery swing that can be 
made at small cost; but in the making 
and in the using of it, there are two or 
thr»*e things that must not be forgot­ 
ten, and that are necessary to guard 
against a possible mishap. 
ry portion of it must be 
together; 
and secondly, 
from time to time the ropes, etc., must 
be examined to see that they are not

he tested to see that they are still firm 
in the ceiling; and after that, with or­ 
dinary care no accident should be pos­ 
tal hie.

If not. be sure to have your

and in the .11 companv ing sketch we il- 
I n M r i t e .1 nuisery swing that can be 
iiunle at small cost: but In the making 
and !n the IIMHI; of it. there are two or 
ttiree thing-: t h a t mint not be forgot- 
ten, ami tti.it arc necessary to guard 
against a possible mishap 


Fitstly, e-.iry portion of it must be 


strongly put together; 
and 
secondly, 


from time to rinu» tlie ropes, etc , must 
be examined to nee that they are not 


wearing through, and the hooks should 
be tested to see that they are still firm 
iu the ceiling; and after that, with or- 
dinary cure no accident should be pos- 
bible. 
Iron hooks suitable for tho purpose 


pan be bought at almost any ironmon- 
gers: but for the buying of them and 
the fixing of them it would be quite 
well to employ the local carpenter, aa 
Oiey must be firmly screwed into the 


joints that run across the celling. A 
carpenter would know, or soon 
find 


out, tbe direction in which tho joists 
run, and it would be very little trouble 


I to him to screw in the hooks so firmly 


j that they -should without danger ba 
capable of sustaining any \veight that 


I thev are likely to ba called upon to 


bear 


Unlo-s possessed of a knowledge ot 


the constitution of a celling, It would 
be a dangerous and troublesome under- 
taking for an amateur to attempt to flx 
the hooks, as unless they are strongly 
screwed into the joists, they are cer- 
tain not to hold, and down would come 
the swing, and perhaps its occupant 
also. 


After the hooks havp been placed in 


position, they can be painted white or 
made to match the color of the celling, 
and when tbe swing is taken down and 
not in use they will be unnoticeable. 


If the swing is Intended 
for quite 


small children, then the 
nearer 
tho 


floor it is the better. 


Tho sketch shows the 
position In 


whiih the hooks should be arranged, 
and all we shall require further will be 
three pieces of rope of a suitable length 
and a strong square basket or wooden 
box. A strong square basket will nu- 
swer the purpose, and the ropes must 
be attached to the corners. 


To prevent the possibility of a child 


falling out, a strap may be passed 
through 
the handles 
and 
fastened 


across in the manner shown In the 
sketch. Tho rope attached to the third 
hook, some way in front of the others, 
enables a child to swing Itself without 
uld. A cushion or two, or a rug In the 
basket will help to make the swing 
very comfortable and snug. Our sketch 
so clearly shows other 
details that 


further description is not necessary.
